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PREFACE

Section 48.65, Stats., requires that persons who provide, for compensa-
tion, care and supervision for 4 or more children under 7 years of age for
less than 24 hours a day must be licensed by the department.

The same statute directs the department to establish rules which mus{
be met for a person to qualify for a license and which protect and promote
the health, safety and welfare of the children in a day care center. Chapter
HSS 56 represents the mininiem level of acceptable care that a license is to
provide o children in a group day care center or day camp in Wisconsin,
Chapter HSS 45 represents the minimum level of acceptable care that a
licensee is to provide to children in a family day care center serving 4 to 8
children. The rules should not be confused with accreditation by profes-
sional organizations which is based upon conformiby with ideal rather than
minimal standards.

Chapter HS5 56 includes procedures for determining compliance of day
care programs established by schoo! bourds with licensing standards.

Section 46.98, Stats., directs the department to promulgate rules for
certification for public funding of day care providers not required to be
licensed and rules for administration of statewide child care programs.
Thesa rules are alsg included in this chapter.

Clearly, the fact that a day care program is licensed or cortified in no way

diminishes the responsibility of parents for vigilance in sesing that their

children are receiving care which protects their physical well-being and
encourages healthy intellectual and emotional development.

Subchapter I —
General Provisions

HSS 55.01 Scope. Sections HSS 55.01 to 55.10 apply to
group day care centers for children and day camps for
children. ’

(2) Purrosk. The purpose of this chapter is to protect
and promote the health, safety and welfare of children in
day care centers in Wisconsin,

(3) CoNSTRUCTION. This chapter shall be liberally con-
strued to effect the objectives in sub. (2).

(4) Exceprion 1O RULES. The department may grant a
variance to a requirement of this chapter when it is as-
sured that the health, safety and welfare of the children
gerved will not be jeopardized. A request for a variance
shall be in writing, shall be sent to the department, and
ghall include justification for the requested action and an
explanation of the slternative provisions planned to meet
the intent of the rule.

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HSS 55.03 Applicability, This chapter applies to all day
care centers, whether the facility in which the child care
and supervision is provided is known as a day care center,
day camp, camp, day nursery, nursery school, preschool,
head start or other designation, except that it does not
apply to family day care centers wl‘uch are regulated
under ch. HSS 45 or to:

{1} Group lessons to develop a talent or skill, such as
dance or music, social group meetings and activities,
group athletic activities and religious education classes
where a child attends for 2 hours or less a day or 5 hours
or less a week;

{2) Care and supervision while the parents are on the
premises and are engaged in shepping, recreation or other
non-work activities;

(3) Seasonal programs of 10 days or less duration in any
3-month period, including day camps, vacation bible
school and holiday child care programs;

{4) Care and supervision in emergency situations; and

(8) Care and supervision while the parent is employed
on the premises if the parent’s child receives care and
supervision for no more than 3 hours a day.

HSS 55.04 Definitions, In subchs, I, 1II and IV:

(1) “Assistant child care teacher” means a child care
worker who works under the supervision of a child care
teacher.

(2) “Base camp” means the permanent premises, public
or private, on which the day camp is operated.

(3) “Camp director” means the individual on the camp-
gite who is responsible for the administration of the camp,
including program operations, business operations, food
service, health service, and other suppertive services,

(4) “Care” means providing for the safety and the devel-
opmental needs of a child in a group day care center,
family day care center or day eamp.

~ (5) “Child care teacher” means a child care worker who
plans and implements daily activities for a designated
group of children,

(6) “Child care worker” means an adult in a group day
care center who meets the qualifications for child care
teacher under s, HSS 65.32 (1) (¢} or assistant child care
teacher under s. HSS 55,32 (1) (d).

(7) “Compensation” means salary or wage or other ma-
terial consideration such as gifts or compensatory labor
received for the care and supervision of children, “Com-
pensation” does not include cooperative arrangements
made between 2 or more parents for the exchange of child
care and supervision, and the payments made by them for
the actual cost of equipment, supplies or facilities inciden-
tal to the operation of the cooperative arrangements.

(8) “Counselor” means a staff member who works di-
rectly with children.

{9) “Day camp” or “camp” means a licensed day care
center that provides an experience in a seasonal program
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oriented to the out-of-doors for periocds less than 24 hours
a day.

(10} “Day care center” or “center” means a licensed facil-
ity where a person, cther than relative or guardian, pro-
vides care and supervision for 4 or more children under 7
years of age, for less than 24 hours a day and for compen-
sation.

(11) “Department” means the department of health and
social services unless otherwise noted.

(12) “Family day care conter” means a center that pro-
vides care and supervision for 4 to 8 children.

(13) “Field trip” means any experience a child has away
from the premises of the center while under the care of
center staff.

(14) “Group” means & specific number of children who
have the same child care worker responsible for the chil-
dren’s well-being and meeting the children’s basic needs
and who are cared for in the same self-contained room or
area at the center. :

(15) “Group day care center” means a center that pro-
vides care and supervision for 9 or more children.

(16) “Infant” means a child under one year of age.

(17) “Licensee” means the corporation, individual, part-
nership or noninecorporated association or cooperative
which has legal and financial responsibility for the opera-
tion of a day care center and for meeting the licensing
rules.

(18) “Night care center” means a group day care center
which operates during any time between 9:00 p.m. and
5:00 a.m.

(19) “Parent” means either “parent” as defined in s.
48,02 (13), Stats., or “guardian” as defined in s. 48.02 (9),
Stats.

(20) “Parent cooperative” means a center organized by
parents for their preschool children in which the parents
have decision-making authority to establish and change
policy, program and personnel practices.

(21) “Parochial or private school” means an educational
program which meets all the criteria specified under s.
118,165 (1), Stats., or as determined by the superinten-
dent of public instruction under s. 118.167, Stats.

(22) “Physician” has the meaning prescribed in s. 448 ol
(5), Stats,

(23) “Premises” means a tract of land with buildings,
structures or shelters on it.

(24) “Self-contained room or area” means a room sepa-
rated by permanent walls or an area separated by perma-
nent or portable partitions or dividers acting as a visual
barrier which:

(a) Is reserved for a specific group of children; and

(b} Contains the indoor equipment and furnishings re-
quired for that group.

{26} “Supervision of children” means ‘guidanlce of the
behavior and activities of children for their health, safety
and well-being.
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{26) “Supervision of staff’ means guidance of the behav-
ior and activities of center employés which may include
provision of instructions to earry out activities for limited
pericds of time out of sight or hearing of the supervisor,

(27) “Toddler” means a child at least one year of age but
less than 2 years of age,

(28} “Volunteer” means a person who agrees to give

. time, without eompensation, to provide transportation or
to work with children in a day care center.

9. Given other written materiats or hst.mgs of pubhca-
tions about establishing & day care center; -

3. Offered an opportunity to meet with a departmental
representative to discuss the materialg;

4, Supplied with the necessary forms if licensing is de-

sired; and
5. Assisted through the licensing process by a depart-
mental representative,

Note: The licensure apph‘caiion form, DCS-102, may be obtained from
any department regional office. '

(b) An applicant shall file an application and other
materials required for group day care center or day camp

- licensure and licensure renewal on forms provided by the

department at least:

1, Sixty days prior to the date proposed for the center to

begin operating;

" 2, Except for day camps, 30 days prior to the end of the
current licensing period;

3. Forty-five days prior to opening an additional center;

4, Thirty days prior to changing the address of the

center; and
5. Thirty days prior to new ownership of the center.

(c) Group day care centers and day camps shall include
the following materials when submitting an application
for Heensure:

1. A clearly defined statement of purpose as it relates to
the provision of child eare services;

2. A signed statement by the applicant or licensee ac-
cepting legal responsibility for complying with applicable
parts of this chapter;

3. The articles of incorporation and by-laws if the center
is organized as a corporation, association or cooperative;

4, A signed authorization which permits the depart-
ment to make whatever investigation it considers neces-
sary for the verification of pertment application informa-
tion;

HSS 56.05

6. Specifications regardmg the center’s premises as fol-
lows:

a. Group day care applicants shall submit a diagram-
matic floor plan of the ecenter, including room dimensians
and room usage, and a diagram of the outdoor areas, in-
cluding area dimensions, location and enclosures;

b. Day camp applicants shall submit a general descrip-
tion of the camp area, geographic location and size of the
base camp; and

¢. Day camps operating without a base camp and having
a program consisting primarily of day trips shall submit
the proposed itinerary of day trips to the department.

6, Group day care and day camp applicants shall in-
clude a written delegation of administrative authority
signed by the licensee which ouilines the organizational
structure and designates, in a chain of command form,
those persons on the premises in charge of the center for
all hours of operation;

8. Day camp applicants shall include:

a. A statement from the state laboratory of hygiene or a
state approved laboratery indicating that the water source
has been tested and found to be safe; and

b. The name, address and telephone number of the per-
son to be contacted by the licensing representative for the
pre-camp licensing review.

(d) Within 20 working days after receiving an applica-
tion for initial licensure, a departmental representative
shall contact the applicant in person or by phone and
develop a check list for the applicant to utilize in meeting
pre-licensing requirements, including:

1. Necessary building inspections;
2. Required equipment, furnishings and sﬂpplies;
3. Requirements for staffing and staff qualifications;

4, Required safety and sanitation equipment and sup-
plies; and

5. Required written policies and p?ocedures.

{e) When the applicant determines that all require-
ments on the check list have been met, the applicant shall
notify the departmental representative.

(f) Within 20 working days after the notification under
par. (e) the departmental representative shall survey the
day care center site to determine whether the applicant
has complied with all of the requirements,

(g) When the applicant is found to be in compliance with
all requirements, the department shall issue a day care
center license within § working days from the date of
completing the survey study. '

(h) If the applicant is not in compliance, the department
shall specify in writing the areas of non-compliance and
the applicant shall have an opportunity fo make the nec-
essary changes and shall be re-surveyed within 20 work-
ing days after notifying the departmental representative,

(2) AMENDMENT TO LICENSE. A written request for an
amendment to the license shall be submitted to the de-
partment by the licensee before changes are made in the
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conditions of the turrent license such as maximum num-
ber of children, age range of children, hours, days of the
week, months of the year in operatwn or change in the
name of the center.

(3) TErRMS OF LICENSE, (a) The number of children under
7 years of age in cave of the center at any one time may
not exceed the number for which the center is licensed,

{b) The age of children served may not be younger or
older than the age range specified in the terms of the
license.

(¢) The hours, days and months of a center’s operatmn
may not exceed those specified in the license.

{4) ADDITIONAL LICENSE. A licensee seeking licensure for
an additional center location shall demonstrate compli-
ance with applicable parts of this chapter in the operation
of the existing center.

{8) CONDITION OF LICENSURE. The department may re-
fuse to grant a license or may revoke a license if the

licensee, applicant or proposed or current employe or vol- -

unteer:

(a) Is the subject of & pending criminal charge if the
charge substantially relates to the circumstances of caring
for children or activities of the center;

{b) Has been convicted of a felony, misdemeanor or
other offense the circumstances of which substantially re-
lated to the care of children or activities of the center;

{c) Has been determined to have abused or néglected a
child pursuant to 8, 48.981, Stats.; or

(d) Is the subject of a court finding that the person has
abandoned his or her child, has inflicted sexual or physi-
cal abuse on a child or has neglected or refused, for rea-
sons other than poverty, to provide necessary care, food,
clothing, medical or dental care or ghelter so as to seri-
ously endanger the physical health of a child.

(6) SUMMARY SUSPENSION OF A LICENSE. {(a) Under the
authority of s, 227,51 (3), Stats., the department may or-
der the summary suspension of a license and, therefore,
the closing of a day care center following a finding of
imminent danger to the health, safety or welfare of the
childrén in care. A finding of imminent danger may be
based on, but not limited to, the following:

1, Failure to provide environmental protections such as
heat, water, electricity or telephone service;

2. The licensee, employe or volunteer has been convicted
of or has a pending charge for a crime against fife or bodily
injury; ,

8. The licensee, employe or volunteer has been convicted
of & felony, misdemeanor or other offense or has a pending
criminal charge which substantially relates to the circum-
stances of caring for children or activities of the center; or

4. The licensee, employe or volunteer is the subject of a
current investigation for alleged child abuse or neglect
pursuant to s. 48,981, Stats.

Note: Examples of actions the department will consider in making deter-
minations under s, HSS 56.05 (6) and (7), are: abuse and negleet of children;
sexual assault; abuse of residents of facilities; crimes against life and bodily
security; kidnapping; abduction; arson of buildings or property other than
buildings; robbery; receiving property from children; crimes against sexual
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morality, such as enticing a minor for inmoeral purposes or exposing minors
to harmful materials and interfering with the custody of a child. The list is
illustrative. It is not all- mcluawe of the types of offenses that may be
considered.

(b) An initial order to close may be a verbal order by a
departmental representative but shall be approved at a
regional administrative level before it becomes effective.
The department shall within 72 hours of the approval
either permit the reopening of the center or initiate pro-
ceedings in accordance with s, 227.51 (3), Stats,, for the
revocation of the Heense to operate, A preliminary hearing
on the revocation shall be provided within 10 working
days of the initial ordei to close.

(7) EFFECT OF NOTICE TO REVOKE OR DENY A LICENSE.
The department shall provide a center with a written 30-
day notice of intent to revoke or deny a license. Upon
receipt of that notice and during any revocation or denial
procedures which may result, a day care center may not
accept for care any child not enrolled as of the date of
receipt of the 30-day notice without the written approval
of the department,

HSS 55.07 Non-discrimination, confidentiality and report-

see shall enaure that the day care center does not diserim-
inate on the basis of age, race, color, sex, sexual orienta-
tion, creed, handicap, national origin or ancestry against;

(a) Any employe or applicant for employment, in regard
to hire, tenure or term, condition or privilege of employ-
ment as specified in the Fair Employment Act. 58, 111,31
to 111,895, Stats.; or

(b) Any enrolled child and family or any applicant for
enrollment in regard to admission, privilege of enrollment
or discharge condition except where it is a reasonable and
necegsary age requirement specified under this chapter.

(2) ConpENTIALITY OF RECORDS. The licensee is re-
sponsible for compliance by the day care center with s.
48,78, Stats,, and- this subsection.

{a) Persons having access to children’s records may not
discuss or disclose personal information regarding the
children and facts learned about children and their rela-
tives, This does not apply to:

1. The parent or a person authorized in writing by the
parent to receive such information; or

2. Any agency assisting in planning for the child when
informed written parental consent has been given.

(b) Day care centers shall make accessible to the parent,
upon request, all records and reports maintained on their
child.

s,
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(c) All records required by the department for licensing
purposes are to be available to licensing representatives,

{3) REPORTING CHILD ABUSE. {a) A licensee who knows or
has reasonable cause to suspect that a child has been
abused or neglected as defined in s. 48.981 (1), Stats,,
shall immediately contact the county welfare agency, or
local law enforcement agency in compliance with s.
48.981, Stats.

(b} The licensee shall ensure that every child care
worker who comes in contact with the children at the day
care center has received training in: .

1. Child abuse and neglect ]aws,

2, Identification of chlldren who have been abused or
neglected; and

3. The process for reportmg known or suspected cases of
child abuse or neglect.

Note: Failure of the licensee to report known or suspected incidents of
child abuse or neglect does not lessen the legat duty of the child cara worker
to report known or suspected cases of child abuse or neglect_.

HSS 55.08 Pets and livestock, (1) Dogs and cats that are
kept on the premises of a day care center shall be vacci-
nated against disesses for which vaccines are available
and which present & hazard to the health of children,

(2} Pets suspected of being ill or infested with external
lice, fleas and ticks or internal worms shall be removed
from the center.

(3) In the event that an animal bites a child, the parent
shall be notified and & veterinarian shall be contacted by
center personnel to determine a course of aetion in the
diagnosis of possible rabies in the animal. Procedures for
 emergency care of children shall be followed. Parents shall
be notified of any action taken by the veterinarian,

{4) Turtles, skunks and poisonous reptiles are prohib-
ited from being kept on the premises of a day care center
as pets in order to prevent salmonells, rabies and poison-
ing. ' '

(6) Animal pens shall be kept clean.

(6) Pets shali be kept and handled in & manner which
protects the well-being of both children and pets,

(7) No pets may be in the food preparation areas.

(8) No horses or other farm animals may be quartered
closer than 600 feet from the building in which the day
care center is located.

HSS 55.09 Transportation, This subsection applies to all
center-provided or center-contracted transportation of
children, including both regularly scheduled transporta-
tion to and from the eenter and field trip transportation.

{1} GEneraL. (a) The center shall assume responsibility
for a child between the time the child is picked up until
the child is delivered to the parent or fo a responsibie
person designated by the parent.

- {b) Center-provided transportation includes transporta-
tion in:

" HSS 55.09
1, Center-owned or leased vehicles;

2. Voluntteer or staff-owned vehicles for which the vol-
unteer or staff is reimbursed for the use of the vehicle; and

3. Volunteer or staff-owned vehicles without reimburse-
ment to the owner for the use of the vehicle,

{¢) Whenever the center confracts with a firm for the
provision of transportation, the center shsll ensure that
the firm complies with all applicable requirements of this
subsection.

(d) When children are transported in school buses as
defined in s. 340.01 (566), Stats., the school buses shall
comply with ch. Trans 300.

(e) When regularly scheduled transportation is provided
by the ¢enter, the name of each driver, type of license held
and the date of expiration of the license shall be on file at
the center. When services are contracted, the name, ad-
dress and telephone number of the contracting firm and
the name of a representative of the firm who may be

“contacted after hours shall be on file at the center.

(f) The center shall maintain a written plan for regu-
larly scheduled {ransportation of children between the
children’s homes and the center, which shall include:

1. A list of children transported and the method of tak-
ing daily attendance;

2, The schedule of the fransportation route;

. 8. The name and address of the person authorized to
receive the child if the child is dropped off at a place other
than the child’s residence; and :

4, Procedures to be followed when the parent or desig-
nated authorized adult is not at home to receive the child.

(g) The center shall have written safety precautions to
be followed when transporting handicapped children who
have a limited abilify to respond to an emergency.

(h) Emergency information as required under s, HSS
56.381 (8) (a) l.e. and d. and 2. shall be carried in the

vehicle,

(i) Smolking is prohibited in the vehicle while children
are being transported.

{2) DRIVER. (a) The driver of a center-operated or center-
contracted vehicle shall hold a valid Wisconsin operator’s
license for the type of vehicle being driven.

() The center shall have a copy of the staff member’s
driving record on file before that person may act as a
driver. The driver shall:

1. Sign a waiver authorizing the administrator of the
center to obtain a copy of his or her driving record; or

2, Provide the administrator with a copy of his or her
driving record.

Notet Copies of driving records may be obtained from the Department of
Transportation, Division of Motor Vehicles, Bureau of Driver Licensing,
P.0, Box 7918, Madison, WI 53707,

(¢) The driver of a vehicle shall be at least 18 years of
age but under 70 years of age and have at least one year of
experience as a licensed driver.
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(3) VEHICLE. (&) All center-provided or center-contracted
transportation vehicles shall be registered by the state of
Wisconsin,

(b) Center-owned vehicles shall be in safe operating con-
dition, and at 8-month intervals the licensee shall provide
the department with evidence of the vehicle’s safe operat-
ing condition on forms provided by the department.

" Note: Form DCS.62, Safety Inspection for Day Care Vehicles, may be
obtained from any department regional office.

(c} Center-owned vehicles shall be equlpped with a first
aid kit.

(d) All vehicles shall be clean, uncluttered, and free of
obstructions on the floors, aisles and seats.

(e) All vehicles shall be enclosed, Children may not be
transported in a truck except in the cab.

(f) When seat belts are available, children 4 years of age
and older shall wear them.

Note: Section 347.48 (1), Stats,, in cffect requires that most automobiles
belonging to Wisconsin residents be equipped with seat belis,

(g} When children under the age of 4 are being trans-
ported in a motor vehicle each child shall be properly
restrained in a child safety restraint system or in a seat
belt in accordanee with 8. 347.48, Stats.

{h) Doors shall be locked at all times when the vehicle is
movmg

(i) A copy of any accident report shall be submitted to
‘the department within 5 days after the occurrence of an
accident involving a vehicle transporting children,

{4) VEHICLE CAPACITY AND SUPERVISION, (a) Children
may not be left unattended in the vehicle.

(b) When children ave transporied in a vehicle there
shall be at least one adult supervisor in addition to the
driver whenever there are more than 3 children who are
either under 2 years of age or who have a handicap which
limits their ability to respond to an emergency.

{c) There shall be at least one adult supervisor in addi- -

tion to the driver when there are more than 10 children
under 5 years of age in the vehicle,

{d) There shall be at least one adult supervisor in addi-
tion to the driver when there are more than 17 children 5
years and older in the vehicle.

(e) Aftor transporting a child to his or her destination,
the driver shall wait until the child enters the building or
is in the hands of a designated authorized adult.

(D) A seat shall be provided for each child. Allowable
width in determining seating capacity is 18 inches for a
child and 20 inches for an aduit.

() The driver or adult supervisor Bhail be responasible
for seeing that children remain seated while the vehicle is
in motion,

(h) No more than 3 persons, including the driver, may
occupy the front seat of a vehicle,

(i) The driver of a center-owned vehicle shall conduct
vehicle evacuation drills initially and at 8-month inter-
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vals, The evacuations shall be supervlsed and verified in
writing by a staff person. ;

2. Only milk and milk products which are pasteurized
and meet the Grade A milk standards of the Wisconsin
department of agrmulture, trade, and consumer protection
may be served or used.”

3. No food prepared for meals shall be served on the
premises unless it is prepared on the premises or in an-
other location licensed by the appropriate agency.

4. Food in dented, bulging or leaking cans, or cans with-
out iabels may not be used.
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5. No hermetically sealed, non-acid and low-acid food
which has been processed in a place other than a commer-
cial food processing establishment may be used.

{d) Food sterage. 1. Food sﬁall be stored at temperatures
which protect against spoilage.

a. Perishable and potentially hazardous food which in-
cludes all custarvd-filled and cream-filled pastries, milk
and milk products, meat, fish, shelifish, gravy, poultry
stuffing and sauces, dressings, salads containing meat,
fish, eggs, milk or milk products, and any other food or
food products likely to spoil quickly if not kept at the
proper temperature shall be continuously maintained at
40° F, (4> C.}) or below or 150° F. (66° C.) or above, as
appropriate, except during necessary periods of prepara-
tion and service.

b. Each refrigeration unit shall be maintained at 40° F.
(4° C.) or lower and each freezing unit shall be mamtamed
at 0° K. (-17° C.) or lower,

c. Each cold storage facility shall be equipped with a
clearly visible aceurate thermometer.

d. Food shall be covered while refngerated
2. Foods not requmng refrigeration shall be stored in

clean, dry, veniilated and lighted storerooms or areas.

a. Dry bulk foods, such as flour, sugar, cereals and
beans shall be stored in metal, glass or food-grade plastic
containers with tight fitfing covers and shall be labeled. In
this paragraph, “food-grade plastic” means any material
used in the construction of dishes or utensils which has
been found not harmful to human health by the national
sanitation foundation.

b. Food stored in the basement shall be stored at least 8
inches (20.32 em) above the floor, and food stored in other
areas shall be stored high enough above the floor to pro-
vide air circulation and facilitate cleaning,

¢. Foods shall be stored in a clean, ventilated place
protected from contamination by sewape, waste water
backflow, condensation, leakage or vermin.

(e) Cleaning aids, 1. Poisonous and toxic materials, in-

~cluding cleaning supplies, bleaches and insecticides, shall

be labeled and stored in cabinets used for no other pur-
pose.

2. Cleaning aids such as mops, breoms and buckets
shall be clean and shall be stored outside of food prepara-
tion or food aborage areas,

(O Food handling. 1. Raw fruits and vegetables shall be
washed before being served or cooked.

2. Food returned from individual plates or from dining
tables shall be discarded.

3. Leftover prepared food which has not been served
shall be refrigerated promptly and used within 36 hours,
or frozen immediately for later use, :

4, Food delivery vehicles shall be equipped with clean
containers or cabinets o store food while in transit. Con-
tainers for cold foods shall be capable of maintaining the
temperature at or below 40° F. (4° C.}, and containers for
hot foods shall be capable of mamta.lrung the temperature
at or above 150° F, (66° C.),
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(g) Food service personnel. 1. Food service personnel
include any person who participates in preparation of
breakfast, lunch or dinner,

2. Food service personnel shall:
a. Be at least 18 years of age;

b. Wear clean clothing and effective hair restraints such
ag¢ hair nets or caps; and

¢. Wash their hands before starting work, before and
after handling food, and after using the toilet,

{10} WASHROOM AND TOILET FACILITIES, (&) The center
‘shall provide the number of washbasins and toilets speci-
fied in table 55.33,

(b) When & center is licensed for more than 70 children,
one additional toilet shall be provided for each additional
15 children or fraction thereof and washbasins shall be
provided in the ratio of one for every 2 toilets and urinals
or fraction thereof. Urinals may be substituted for up to %
of the total required toilets.

{¢) Children under the age of 30 months need not be
included when determining the required fixtures; how-
ever, in all cases, at least one toilet and one washbasin
shall be provided,

(d) When potty chairs are used for children under 30
months of age the potty chairs shall be provided in a ratio
of one for every 4 children or fraction thereof.

(e) Steps or blocks shall be provided if the washbasins
and toilets are not proportioned to the size of the children.

(f) Soap, toilet paper, disposable paper towels or individ-
ually labeled elean cloth fowels and a wastepaper
container shall be provided and accessible to children,

{g) Toilet room door locks shall be openable from the
outside and the opening device shall be readily accessible
to the staff,

Note: Information pertaining to plumbing requirements can be found in
ch. ILHR 82.

{11} OQurpoor spACE. (a) This subsection applies to any
center where children are present for more than 3 hours a
day.

(b) There shall be at least 75 square feet (7.0 square
meters) of outdoor play space on the premises for each

child using the space at a given time, The total cutdoor
space shall accommodate not less than one third of the
licensed capacity or a minimum of 750 square feet (70
square meters), whichever is greater.

{c}) The outdoor space shall be well-drained and free of
hazards,

(d) The boundaries of outdeor play space shall be de-
fined in such a way as to protect the children. A perma-
nent enclosure not less than 4 feet (1.2 meters) high shall
be provided where there are hazards nearby, including
but not limited to traffic or bodies of water.

HSS 55.34 Program. (1) PROGRAM PLANNING AND SCHED-
vLING. {a) Each group day care center shall have a written
program of activities planned according to the develop-
mental level of each group of children and intended to
expose children to a variety of cultures. The program shall
provide each child with experiences which will encourage:

1. Self-esteem and positive self-image;

2. Social interaction;

3. Self-expression and communication skills;
4, Creative expression;

5, Large and small muscle development; and
6. Intellectual growth.

(b) The program schedule shall be planned to provide a
flexible balance of:

1. Active and quiet activities;
2. Individual and group activities; and
3. Indoor and outdeor activities.

(c) Television may be used only to supplement the daily
plan for children. No child may be required to watch tele-
vision.

(d) Routines such as toileting and ealing, and intervals
between activities, shall be planned to avoid keeping chil-
dren waiting in lines or assembled in large groups.

(e) The program shall provide:

1. Reasonable regularity in eating, napping and other
routines;

2, Daily periods when a variety of experiences are con-
currently available for the children te select their own
activities; and

3. Protection from excess fatigue and overstimulation.

{f) Children shall be given individual attention on a one-
to-one basis by staff members,

(g) A variety of cultures shall be reflected in the pro-
gram through incorporation of different languages, foods,
celebrations and lifestyles.

(h) When a center is open in the early morning and late
afternoon, the center shall plan activities which meet the
individual needs of the children during those time periods
by:
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1. Providing opportunities to rest and eat; and

2. Using materials or providing activities which for the
most part do not duplicate materials or activities planned
for the major part of the program.

(i} The program, as implemented, shall reflect the
center’s written program plan of activities and educa-
tional policy.

(?) DrscipLing. (a) Each day care center shall have a
written policy on the discipline of children which provides
for positive guidance, redirection and the setting of clear-
cut limits, Disciplinary policy shall be designed to help the
child develop self-control, self-esteem and respect for the
rights of others.

" (1) Only a child care worker meeting the qualifications
of a child care teacher or assistant child care teacher may
discipline children, Discipline shall not be delegated to
older children or peers,

(¢} Punishment which is humiliating or frightening to a
child is prohibited. Examples of prohibited punishment
include: .

1. Spanking, hitting, pinching, shaking or inflicting any
other form of corporal punishment;

2. Verbal abuse, threats or derogatory remarks about
the child or the child’s family;

3. Binding or tying to restrict movement or enclosing in
a confined space such as a closet, locked room, box or
similar eubicle; and

4. Withholding or forcing meals, snacks or naps.

(d) Children shall not be pumshed for lapses in toilet
training,

(3) EquirMENT. {a) Indoor and outdoor play equipment
shall be provided and shall be:

1. Scaled to the size and developmental level of the
children;

2. Of sound construction with no sharp, rough, loose, or
pointed edges and in goed operative condition, anchored
when necessary; and

3. Placed so as to avoid danger of accident or collision
and to permit freedom of action,

(b) Equipment and supplies shall be provided according
to the following criteria:

1. Child development shall be fostered through selection
of a variety of equipment to:

a. Provide for large muscle development;

b. Provide for construction activities and for the devel-
opment of manipulative skills;

¢. Encourage social interaction; .
d. Provide for intellectual stimulation; and
" e, Encourage creative expression;

2. Sufficient indoor play equipment shall be provided to
allow each child a choice of at least 3 activities involving
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equipment when all children are mvolved in using equip-
ment; and

8. Sufficient outdoor play equipment shall be provided
to allow each child at least one activity involving equip-
ment when all children are involved in using equipment;
and

4, Equipment and materials which reflect an awareness
of cultural and ethnic diversity shall be provided.

Note: Lists suggesting kinds and numbers of play equipment for conters
are available from a department regional office on request.

(4) Rest PERIODS. (2) During sessions lasting more than
4 hours, there shall be a supervised nap or rest peried of
approximately one hour or longer for all children under 5
years of age,

(b) Children who do not sleep shall be permitted to get
up and be helped to have a quiet time through the use of
equipment or activities which will not disturb other chil-
dren.

(¢) Each child shall be provided with an individual bed,
cot, sleeping bag or crib which is placed at least 2 feet
(63.8 em.) from the next bed, cot, erib or sleeping bag.
When sleeping bags are used, the child’s head shall not
rest directly on the floor.

(d) Beds, cots, cribs, sleeping bags and bedding shall be
individually identified to ensure that each child uses the
same items between washings of items,

(e) Each child using a bed, cot or crib shall be provided
with an individual sheet and blanket.

(f) A complete change of bedding shall be made after
each B uses or immediately when wet or soiled and always
upon & change in occupancy. Sleeping bags shall be
washed or cleaned as often as needed and at least weekly.

() Beds, cots, cribs, sleeping bags and bedding shall be
gtored in a clean and sanitary manner.

(5) MEaLs AND sNACKS. (8} Food. 1. Food shall be pro-
vided as specified in Table 556,34, based on the amount of
time children are present.

(6) HeALTH. (a)} Observation. 1. Each child upon arrival
at the center shall be observed by & staff person for symp-
toms of illness.

2. Any evidence of unusual bruises, contusions, lacera-
tions or burns shall be noted on the child’s record and
reported immediately to the person in charge of the
center.

{(b) Isolation. An isolation area shall be provided for the
care of children who become ill. If the arvea is not a sepa-
rate room, it shall be separated from space used by other
children by a partition, screen or other means,

(c) I child procedure. The following procedures shall
apply wher an apparently ill child is observed in the day
care center:

1, Children with a sore throat, inflammation of the eyes,
fever, lice, ringworm of the scalp, rash, vomiting, diar-
rhes, or other illness or condition having the potential to
affect the health of other persons shall be isolated;

2. The child shall be provided with a bed, crib, or cot,
sheet and blanket in the isolation room or area with a
staff within sight and hearing of the child, except that for
sessions of 4 hours or less a kindergarten mat may be
provided for the isolation rcom instead of & bed, erib or cot.
Isolation shall be used until the ¢hild can be removed from
the center;

3. The child’s parent, or a designated responsible person
when a parent eannot be reached, shall be contacted as
soon as possible after the iliness is discovered. Arrange-
ments shall be made for the removal of the child from the
center; and

- 4, Children who are ill may be transferred to a center or
program component licensed for the care of ill children
when all of the following conditions are met;

a. The parent consents;

b, The written health policy of the center allows ill chil-
dren to remain at the center; and

¢. Medical consultation from a physician or local health
department is available t0 the center in establishing pol-
icy for the management of ill chﬂdren

(d) Communicable disease. 1. When a child is suspected
of having chickenpox, German measles, infectious hepati-
tis, measles, mumps, poliemyelitis, scarlet fever, whoop-
ing cough, diphtheria, meningitis or other reportable com-
municable disease under ch. HSS 145, the local public
heslth officer shall be notified.

2. Whenever it is determined that a child has a commu-
nicable disease, the exposed children shall be watched for
symptoms of the disease and their parents shall be noti-
fied as specified in sub. (7).

3. A child may be readmitted without a statement from
a physician after having had a communicable disease only
if the child has been absent for a period of time equal to
the longest usual incubation period of the disease as speci-
fied by the department.

(e} Medication. 1. No prescriptive medication or non-
prescriptive medication including but not limited to aspi-
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rin, cough medicine or nose drops, may be given to a child
except under the following conditions:

a. A signed, dated, written authorization of the parent
is on file; ; :

b. Prescription medieation is in the original container
and labeled with the child’s name, name of drug, dosage,
directions for administering, date and physician’s name;

c. Non-prescriptive medication is labeled with the

child’s name includes the dosage and directions for ad- -

ministering; and

d. A written report including type of medication given,

. dosage, time, date and the name of the person administer-
ing the medication shall be kept in the child’s record and
the center medical log required under s. HSS §5.31 (4) (c).

2. Medications shall be stored so that they are not acces-
gible to the children. .

3. Medications requiring refrigeration shall be kept in
the refrigerator in a separste, covered container clearly
labeled “medication”.

“(B) Personal cleanliness, 1. Children’s hands shall be
washed with soap and running water before eating and
after toileting. Children’s hands and faces shall be washed
after meals.

2. Persons working with the children shall wash their
hands with soap and running water before handling food
and after assisting with toileting.

3. Individual washcloths,; combs, and toothbi‘ushes shall
be kept in a sanitary condition when used at the center,

4. Wet or soiled clothing shall be changed promptly
from an available supply of elean clothing,

5. Applicable rules under s, HS8 55.35 (4) shall apply to

children 2 years and older who require attention for
diapering and toileting.

(g) Injuries, 1, Treatment of chlldren who are injured
shall be planned for and carried out as follows:

a. Written permigsion from the parents to call the fam-
ily physician or refer the child for medical care in case of
injury shall be on file at the center, Parents shall be con-
tacted as soon as possible after an injury has oceurred;

b. A planned source of emergency medical care, such as
& hospital emergency room, clinic or other constantly
staffed facility, shall be designated and made known to
staff and parents;

¢. There shall be written procedures to be followed for
bringing the child to emergency medical care;

d. Each center shall have a supply of bandages, tape,
and bandaids;

e. Standard first aid practices shall be followed for seri-
ous injuries;

f. There shall be routine procedures for treatment of
minor injuries; and

g. Superficial’ wounds may be cleaned with soap and
water only and protected.
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2. A record of injuries shall be kept in the child’s perma-
nent file and in the center medical log required under s,
HSS 55.31 (4) (c).

3. Records of injuries shall be reviewed by the director
with staff at least twice each year in order to determine
that all possible preventive measures are being taken.

(h). Physical examination. 1. Each child shall have an
initial physical examination not more than 6 months
before or later than 3 months after admission to & center.

2, Evidence of the child’s most recent physical examina-
tion shall be provided by a report gigned and dated by a
physician.

8. Each child 2 years of age and older shall have a
subsequent physical examination by a physician at least
once every 2 years,

4, Bach child under 2 years of age shall be examined by
a physician every 6 months after admission.
Note: Children participating in the early and periodic screening diagno-

ais and treatment (EPSIT) program or other sereening program approved
by the department meet the requirements of this paragraph.

(1} Immunization. 1. A record of immunizations for each
child shall be maintained to document compliance with s.
140.06 {186), Stats., and ch. HSS 144.

{7} ParenTs. (a) Parents of envolled children shall be
notified:

1. When their child has been exposed to a communica-
ble disease which has been diagnosed or suspected;

2. Immediately, if the child becomes ill or is seriously
injured; '

3. When they pick up the child or when the child is
delivered fo the parents if there is a minor injury; and

4. Of the date, time and destination of field trips which
require the use of a vehicle

(b) The center shall permit parents to visit and observe
during the hours of operation,

{¢) The center shall make opportunities available at
Ieast twice each year for parent and staff communication
regarding the child’s adjustment to the program, and his
or her growth and development.

{d) If religious training is part of the center program,
reference to the religious component shall be included in
any publicily and in the education policy. This informa-
tion shall be shared with parents.

{e) A copy of the applicable parts of this chapter and a
copy of the child care policies of the center shall be made
available to the parents. Personnel, training or orienta-
tion policies need not be included.

{f) Parents .shall be informed that the center maintains
a medical log. Entries regarding a particular child shall be
made accessible to the child's parents upon request.

(8) MISCELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES. A center which includes
in its program watercraft, riflery, archery or horseback
riding shall comply with the spplicable requirements
under s. H8S 56,44 (8), (9), and (11).

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HSS 55.35 Additional requirements for infant and toddler
care. Group day care centers providing care and supervi-
sion to infanis and toddlers shall comply with the addi-
tional requirements of this section.

{1) GENERAL REQUIREMENTS. (a) Prior to admission, an
interview shall be conducted with the child’s parent or

guardian to obtain written information which will aid

child-caring staff in individualizing the program of care
for each child as specified in 3, HSS 55.31 (4) (a) 1.
Information ghall include:

1. Schedule of meals and feeding;

2, Types of food introduced and time-table for new
- foods;

3. Toilet and diapering procedures;
4. Bleep and nap schedule;

5. Child's way of corﬁmunicating.and being comforted;
and

6. Developmental and health history.

(b) Admission information for infants and toddlers shall
be on file in the room or area to which the child is assigned
and shall be known to the child care worker.

(c) At least every 2 months after admission, child care
staff and parents shall discuss the child’s development
and routines with revisions noted in writing and dated.

(d} Each group of infants and toddlers shall have at
“least one regularly assigned child care worker to care for
them in order to assure consistency and stability of rela-
tionship.

(e) The regularly assigned child care {eacher and assia-
tant child care teacher for each group of infants and tod-
dlers shall have a minimum of 10 hours of training in
infant and toddler eare approved by the department
within 6 months after assuming the position. This train-
ing may be part of the required entry-level training, or
may be obtained through inservice or continuing educa-
tion, : :

" () Infants and teddlers are restricted to first fleors and
ground floors having direct grade-level exits,

(2) DaiLy rroeraM. {a) Each child shall be allowed to
form and follow his or her own pattern of sleeping and
waking periods.

(b) Emphasis in activities shall be given to play as a
learning and growth experience.

" 1. Throughout the day, each infant and toddler shall
receive physical contact and aitention such as being held,
rocked, talked to, sung to and taken on walks inside and
"outside the center.

2. Routines relating to activities such as bedtime, feed-
ing, diapering and toileting shall be used as opportunities
for language development and other learning experiences.

3. While a non-walking child is awake,. the ehild care
worker shall change the child's position and location peri-
odically. :
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4, The non-walking child shall be given opportunities
during each day to move freely by creeping and crawling
in a safe, clean, open, warm and uncluttered area.

5. Infants and toddlers shall be encouraged to play with
a variety of safe toys and ohjects.

6. Infants and toddlers shall be taken outdoors for part
of each day except during inclement weather or when
health reasons indicate otherwise.

() An adult-size rocking chair or other adult-size chair
shall be provided for each child care worker,

{d) The space occupied by permanently erected cribs
shall be excluded in determining the 35 sguare feet (3.3
meters) space requirement for each child.

(e) Transportation of infants and toddlers shall be in
accordance with requirements under s. HSS 55.09,

{3) FeepNG. {a) Each infant and toddler shall be fed on
his or her own feeding schedule.

(b} Food and formula brought from home shall be Ia-
beled with the child’s name and refrigerated if required.

(¢) If formula is provided by the center, it shall be of the
commercially prepared, iron-enriched, ready-to-feed type,

(d) When formula is discontinued, the center shall pro-
vide and use Grade A vitamin D milk for children over one
year of age and Grade A vitamin D whole milk for children
one year and under, Use of other types of milk shall be
based on the written recommendations of the child’s phy-
sician,

{e) Leftover milk or formula shall be discarded afier
each feeding. Bottles shall be rinsed after use.

(f) Drinking water shall be offered to the infant and
toddler several times daily.

(g) A child unable to hold a bottle shall be held when-
ever a bottle is given. Bottles may not be propped.

(h) Commercial baby food containers which are opened
and foods prepared in the center which are stored, shall be
covered, dated and refrigerated. If not used the next day,
leftover food shall be discarded.

(i) A child too young to sit in a high chair or feeding
table shall be held or placed in an infant seat while being
fed. Wide-based highchairs with safety straps or feeding
tables with safety strapa shall be provided for those chil-
dren not developmentally able to sit at tables and chairs.

(j) Children shall be encouraged to experiment with
self-feeding with their hands and spoons, Eating utensils
and cups shall be scaled to the size and developmental
level of children.

(k) A variety of nourishing foods shall be offered to each
child, including cereal, vegetables, fruit, eggs and meat
according to the child’s developmental level and the par-
ent’s feeding schedule, except that no child may be forced
to eat,

{4) DIAPERING AND TOILETING ACTIVITIES. {(a) Toilet
training shall be planned cooperatively between the
child's assigned child care worker and the parent so that
the toilet routine established is consistent between the
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center and the child’s home, except that no routine at-
tempts may be made to toilet-frain a child under 18
months of age. i

(b) Wet and soiled dxapels and clothing shall be changed
promptly.

(¢) There shall be a supply of dry clean clothing and
diapers sufficient to meet the needs of each child.

(d) A child shall be changed on a surface which is indi-
vidual to the child or is cleaned with a gernnczdal solution
after each use,

(e) If center-supplied cloth diapers are used, soiled
diapers shall be ringed in toilets of the water flush type
and placed immediately in a plastic-lined covered
container. Diapers shall be washed by a commercial dia-
per laundry service,

{f) If parent-supplied cloth diapers are used, soiled
diapers shall be rinsed and placed in labeled plastic bags
which are kept separate from other clothing and sent
home daily.

(m) A child shall be washed before diapering with a
disposable or fabric washcloth which is used once, Wash-
cloths shall be individual to each child.

(n) Washeloths and towels shall be provided for face and
handwashing. Washeloths and towels shall be individual
to each child and separate from washcloths used for
diapering.

(i) The parent or center shall provide each child in night
care with an individually labeled sleeping garment, a
washcloth and towel, a toothbrush and, if the child
wishes, a special toy or blanket which has meaning to him
or her,

(2) ProaraM. (a) The child care staff shall work with the
child’s parent to coordinate a plan for the time the child
spends at the center with the family schedule. -

(b) A center offering night care shall provide a self-
contained classroom away from sleeping children where

. the awake child can engage in activities.

{¢) An evening and morning schedule of program activi-
ties shall be planned for the hours that children are
awake,

(d} School-age children shall have an oppertunity to
read or do school work.

(3) PreEvENTIVE MEASURES, {(a) Child care staff shall be
given training in special techmques of evacuatmg sieepmg
children in an emergency.

(6) SLeEp. (a) Children who attend the center for the
evening hours but not the whole night shall have an op-
portunity to sleep, as needed.

(b} Sleep routines for individual children shall be based
on information provided by the parents.
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(¢} A bed, crib or cot and sheets and blankets, individual
to each child, shall be provided in night care.

1. Pillows with pillow eases shall be available to chil-
dren who choose to use them.

2, The center shall maintain a supply of extra sleeping
garments and bedding for emergencies and accidents,

3. Rubber sheets shall be provided for children whose
enrollment information indicates a tendency to bedwet-
ting.

(d) Children under 2 years of age in night care shall
sleep in cnbs.

{e) Child care staff shall wfnjk with parents to ensure

consistency between the family and night care center bed-
time routines,

{d) Meet, upon requeét, with the ]jcens.ing representa-
tive on matters pertaining to licensing;

{e) Provide documentation of insurance coverage by the
submission of a certificate of insurance reflecting current
dates of coverage for:

1. General liability insurance which provides coverage
w1th limits of not less than $25,000 for each person and
total limits of $76,000 for each occurrence;

2. Vehicle liability insurance, when transportation is
provided, with minimums no loss than those specified in s,
121.63, Stats.; and

3. Non-owned vehicle lishility insurance \éhen trans;ior-
tation is provided by other than camp-owned vehicles;

{4) CHIr.DREN'S RECORDS. (a) The licensee shall maintain
an up-to-date written record on each child envolled at the
camp and make the record available to the licensing rep-
resentative, Each record shall include:

1. Pre-admission and enrollment information consisting
of:

a. The name and birthdate of the child;
b. Full names of parents;
c. The child's home address and telephone number;

d. Address and telepimne number where a parent can
be reached while the child is in care;

e. Name, address, telephone number and relationship to
the child of the person to be notified in an emergency,
when & parent cannot be reached immediately;

f. Name, address and telephone number of the physi-
cian or medical facility caring for the child;

g. Names, addresses and telephone numbers of persons
authorized to call for the child; and
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h. Dates of camp session in which the child is enrolled;

2, Consent from the parent for emergency medlcal care
or treatment;

3. Authorization from the parent to transport the child
to and from the camp, when transportation is provided;

7. The daily attendance of the child for the leng'th of
time the child is enrolled in the program.

{b) The licengee shall maintain a daily medical log re-
cording any injuries received by a child or medication dis-
pensed to a child.

1. The log shall be in a bound book with pages that are

lined and numbered. The pages may not be removed.

2, Entries shall be in ink and dated and signed or ini-
tialed by the person making the entry.

(2) STaFF TRAINING. (&) Each day camp shall develop a
written pre-camp training program plan, a copy of which
shall be submitied to the department. The plan shall in-
clude, but is not limited to, the following:

LA review of the applicable parts of this chapter;

2. A review of camp policies and procedures;
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3. Job responsibilities in relation to job descriptions;

4. Training in the recognition of illness of children;

B. Daily activity plans and schedules;

6. Emergency first aid;

7. The emergency plan required under s. HSS 55.43 (2);

8. Training in the use of fire extinguishers and other
fire-fighting equipment;

9. Training in the recognition of local poisonous plants
and snakes; and

10. Child abuse and neglect laws.

{(b) All paid and velunteer counselors who are counted in
determining the counselor-to-child ratio shall have pre-
ecamp training. The pre-camp training program shall be
for a minimum of 3 camp days or 18 hours and shall
include orientation at the base camp, :

(c) Campers’ parents serving as staff may be exempted
from the 3 camp days or 18 hour pre-camp training when
the following conditions are met:

1. The parent receives 4 hours of training in day camp
programming required under par. (a), including orienta-
tion at the base camp; and

2. The parent works under the supervision of a staff
peraon who has met the requirements specified in par. (b).

(d) The camp director shall plan and implement staff
meetings which will provide ongoing supervision and in-
gervice training for the staff.

When there is a mixed-age
group, the staff-to-child ratio shall be adjusted on a

- prorata basis, according to age.

() The counselor-to-child ratic shall be exclusive of
maintenance staff, program specialists and counselors in
training,

(d) The camp director may not leave the base camp
during the hours of operation unless another qualified
person is at the base camp. This person shall be identified
in a written delegation of administrative authority and
shall be authorized to make decisions.

{e) When 9 or more children are present at the base
camp, there shall be at least 2 adults available at all times
and at least one of the adults shall be a counselor.

{f) When children 7 years of age and older are served in
the same unit with children under 7 years of age, the ratio
of counsslors to all children in the unit shall be consistent
with the requirements for the under 7 year-old ratio.

(4) HeALTH QUALIFICATIONS. No stafl member, volun-
teer, visitor or parent with aymptoms of communicable

3. All equipment and facilities used by the children and
staff, whether owned by the camp or not, shall be in safe
operating condition and not present undue rigk to chil-
dren.

4. No aleohol or non-preseribed controlled substances as
defined in 8. 161.01, Stats. may be consumed on the prem-
ises of the day camp during hours of operation.

5. All hazards, including abandoned refrigerators with
doors, open grease traps, unsafe fences, and abandoned
excavations, shall be eliminated or provided with protec-
tive devices,

The growth of
brush, weeds, grass and plants shall be controlled in the
central camp area to prevent the harborage of noxious
insects and rodents and other animals.

2, The central camp area shall be maintained to prevent
growth of ragweed, poison ivy and other noxious plants
considered detrimental to health,

3. Buildings and structures shall be maintained to con-
trol insect and rodent harborage and infestations.

{c) Food preparation, service and storage, 1. When food
is provided and served by the day camp, s, HSS 55.33 (9)
shall apply.

2. Equipment and utensils used for preparing, serving
and storing food shall be clean and facilities equipped for
the safe handling of food.

3. Washable dishes provided by the camp shall have
smooth hard surfaces which are free of open seams,
cracks, chips and roughened areas. The dishes shall be
stored in such a manner as not to expose them o contami-
nation.

4, Single-service utensils and food containers shall be
made from non-toxic materials and shall not be reused.

5. Milk shall be maintained at or below 40°F (8°C).

(d) Water, 1, A supply of safe drinking water shall be
available to children at all times from disposable cups,
‘individually labeled cups or angle jet type drinking foun-
tains. Common use of drinking cups is prohibited.

2. When a public water system is not available, a pri-
vate well may be used if it is approved by the department
of natural resources. Water samples from an approved
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well shall be tested at the state laboratory of hygiene or a
state-approved laboratory at least annually and at least 2
weeks prior to the camp opening. The water supply shall
be bacteriologically safe. :

3. Where running water is not available, a covered
drinking water container suitable for pouring or equipped
with a faucet shall be provided. Dipping into water from
the container is prohibited. The container shall be cleaned
daily.

(2) DiscreLing. (a) Each day camp shall have a written
policy on discipline of children which provides for positive
guidance, redirection and the setting of clear-cut limits,
The policy shall be designed to help each child develop
self-control, self-esteem, and respect for the rights of
others.
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(b} Only staff specified under s. HSS 56.42 (2) (b) and (c)
may discipline a child. Discipline may not be delegated to
older children or peers,

- (¢} Punishment which is humiliating or frightening to a
child is prohibited. Exa.mples of prohibited punishment
‘include:

1. Spanking, hitting, pinching, shak_ing or inflicting any
other form of corporal punishment;

2. Verbal abuse, threats or derogatory remarks about
the child or the child's family;

3. Binding or tying to restrict movement or enclosing in
a confined space such as a closet, locked room, box or

(8) The camp shall provide program
equipment in a variety and quantity which will allow staff
to implement activities outlined in the written policy on
program objectives and activities required under s.

(b) A]l equipment shall be;

1. Scaled to the developmental level, size and ability of
the children;

2. Of sound construction with no sharp, rough, loose or
pointed edges, in good operating condition, anchored when
necessary; and

3. Placeﬂ to avoid danger of accident and collision and to
permit freedom of action.

'(4) Rest. When a session is more than 4 hours in length,
there shall be a rest period or period of quiet activities of
approximately one hour for all children under 5 years of
age. .

'There shall be.an isélation or first aid
area for the care of children who become ill,

camp, the following procedures shall apply:

a. A child with a sore throat, inflammation of the eyes,
fever, lice, ringworm of the scalp, rash, vomiting, diar-
rhea, or other illness or health condition shall be izsolated
until the child can be removed from the camp; and

b. Prior to the opening of camp, a planned source of
emergency medical care, such as a hospital emergency
room, clinic or other constantly staffed medical facility,
shall be designated and made known to staff and parents;

c. There shall be written procedures to be followed for
bringing a child to emergeney medical care;

d. First aid equipment shall be available at a designated
location in each cottage or other living unit and at the first
aid area;

e. First aid equipment ghall be taken on all out-of-camp
trips;

f. Standard first aid practices shall be followed for seri-
ous injuries; _

g. There shall be routine procedures for treatment of
minor injuries; and

h. Superficial wounds may be cleaned with soap and
water only and protected.

2. A daily record of injuries shall be kept in the medical

(7) WATERFRONT. {8) Swimming area. 1. Beaches, pools
and other swimming areas used by campers shall be lo-
cated, constructed, equipped and operated according to
the requirements of c¢h, ILHR 80.

2. The source and bacteriological, chemical, physical
and biological quality of water at pools and beaches used
by day camp children shall meet the requirements of ch.
ILHR 90. : T o

8. Swimming pools shall be enclosed with a fence. All
gates shall be locked when waterfront staff are not on
duty. - : : -

4. The awimming area used by a day camp shall have
designated areas for non-swimmers, intermediate swim-
mers, advanced swimmers and divers.

(b) Waterfront staff. 1. Each day camp offering swim-
ming, hoating, canoeing, or other aquatic activities shall
designate a staff person as waterfront director. The water-
front director shall:

a. Be 18 years of age or older; and

b. Hold a Red Cross water safety instructor’s certificate
or a comparable Boy Scout or national YMCA certificate.

2, The camp shall maintain a ratio of one pérson with a
current Red Cross lifesaving certificate per 26 children in

« the water, except where a public swimming place has life-

saving personnel on duty. While children are in the water,
staff-to-child ratios under s. HSS 55.42 (3) (b) shall be
maintained by staff who can swim,

3. The waterfront director or an equally qualified per-
son shall be on duty at all times whenever children are in
the water.

3, A written plan approved by the department for the
supervision of swimmers shall be developed, implemented
and made known to staff. The plan shall include:

a. A system of checking perdons in and out of the water;

b, Emergency procedures to be carried out when a
swimmer cannot be found,

(d) Boating prohibited in swimming areas. Except in an
emergency, no rowboat, cance, motor boat or other craft,
except a lifeboat used by lifeguards, is permitted in a
swimming area, pursuant to s, 30.68 (7), Stats.

Riflery and archery may not
be part of the program for children under 7 years of age.

. the supervision of an adult instructor;

{b) Other program activities shall be in an area away
from the designated archery or rifle range. The range
shall be fenced in with rope or wire and marked with
danger signs or flags;

(d) Unfired cartridges and arrows collected in cleaning
the range shall be returned to the instructor and net
thrown into the trash or kept by the finder.

. (1) HORSEBACK RIDING. (a) This subsection shall apply
whether the camp owns, rents, or leases horses.

(bj Children may ride horseback only under cloge super-
vision in a ring or other enclosed area.

_ (¢} The riding tack shall be maintained in good repair to
provide maximum safety for children. It shall be appropri-
ate to the age, size, and ability of the rider.

(d) Horseback riding shall be specifically covered by the
camp’s liability insurance,

(12) Day TrIES. For day trips away from the base camp:

(a) Staff shall carry signed parental permission for the
emergency medical care of all children on the day trip;

(b) The counselor-child ratio under s. HSS 55.42 (3) (b)
shall be maintained, except that the number of adults
accompanying children away from the base cemp may be
no fewer than 2;

{¢) A planned source of emergency medical care in the
area to be visited shall be known to staff; and

Subchapter VI —
Day Care Certification

HSS 55.55 Authority, purpose and applicability. (1) Au-
THORITY AND PURPOSE. This subchapter is promulgated
pursuant to s.

It establishes standards for the certification
of persons who provide day care for 1 to 3 children or who
are not otherwise required to be licensed as a day care
center under s, HSS 56.05, and whose services are pur-
chased by county social service departments with state
community aid funds. The standards are infended to pro-
tect the health, safety and welfare of children in the care
of these providers.

{2) ArpricaBILITY. This subchapter applies to county
agencies and to all providers of day care who receive reim-
bursement from county agencies and who are not required
to be licensed under s. HSS 55.05, including providers of
day care for 1 to 3 children, providers of day care for a
child in the child’s home and providers of day care for
school-age children.

(1} “Certified day care” means day care not reguired to
be licensed under s.

(2) “Certified day care operator” means an individual,
corporation, partnership or non-incorporated association
or cooperative which has legal and financial responsibility
for the operation of a day care program and for meeting
the certification requirements under this subchapter.

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- or a county department of human sgervices established
under s, 46.23, Stats.

(4) “Department” means the Wisconsin department of
health and social services.

(6) “Family day care provider” means a person providing
care for preschool or scheol-age children, or both, outside
their homes for less than 24 hours a day and who is not
required to be licensed under s. 48,65, Stats., because the
provider is caring for fewer than 4 children under 7 years
old whe are not related to the provider.

(7} “Group day care center” means a day care center
licensed under s. 48,65, Stats., and subchs. I and I11,

(8) “HealthCheck provider” means a provider of health
.. assessment and evaluation services eligible to be certified
under s. HSS 105.37 (1) (a), including an outpatient hospi-
tal facility, health maintenance organization, visiting
nurse agseciation, clinic operated under a physician’s su-
pervision, local public health agency, home health agency,
rural health clini¢, Indian health agency and neighbor-
hood health center.

{9) “Infant” means a child under one year of age.

{10} “In-home provider” means a person earing for a
child in the child’s own home.

{11} “Licensed physician” means a physician licensed
under ch. 448, Stats.

{12) “Parent’ means a parent as defined in s, 48,02 (13),
Stats., or a guardian as defined in s. 48.02 (8), Stats,

{13} “Parochial or other private school-operated day care
program”means a program providing eare and supervision
for less than 24 hours a day for 4 or more children under
the age of T and which is exempt under s. 48.66 (2) (b},
Stats., from being licensed as a day care center.

(14) “P’hysician's assistant” means a health care profes-
sional certified under s. 448.04 (1) {f), Stats., and ch. Med
8.

{15) “Provider” means a person who provides day care
for children,

{16) “Publicly funded parent” means a parent whose day
care expenses are subsidized directly with state or federal
funds.

(17) “Registered nurse” means a nurse licensed as a
registered nurse under ch, 441, Stats.

(18) “Related to the provider” means the provider's nat-
ural or adopted children, foster children, stepchildren,
grandchildren, brothers, sisters, nephews, nieces, uncles
and aunts,

(19) “School-age day care program” means a program
providing care and supervision for less than 24 hours a
day for 7 or meore school-age children who are at least 7
years of age but less than 12 years of age and which is
exempt from being licensed as a day care center under s.
48.65 (1), Stats,

I and IV, a day care provider certified by a
county agency under this subchapter or a day care pro-
gram established and provided by a public school board.

HSS 65.61 and may care for
preschool children or up to 6 school-age children or a ¢om-
bination of preschool and school-age children consistent
with Table 65.61 (5).

(b) School-age day care programs. School-age day care
programs are required to meet the standards under s.
HSS 85.62; :

(¢} Private and parochial school-operated day care pro-
grams, Private and parochial school-operated day care
programs are required to meetl the standards referred to
under s. HSS 55.68; and

(@) Other day eare programs. Other day care programs
identified under s. HSS 556.03 (1}, (2) and (3) for which a
license is not required are required o meet the standards
referred to under s. HSS 56.63.

(3) APPLICATION FOR CERTIFICATION. (a) Form. Applica-
tion for certification shall be made on a form available
from the county agency in the provider’s county. The ap-
plicant shall submit the completed form to that county
agency.

(b) References. The applicant shall submit with the ap-
plication the names and addresses of persons whe can
attest to the applicant’s good character and ability to care
for children. The county agency shall require references of
all applicants and shall contact references by phone or
letter before certifying an applicant.

(¢} Compliance with standards and certification. The
county sgency shall process all certification applications
as follows:

1. If the application is for certification under sub. (2) (a),
the county agency shall ensure that the applicant is in
compliance with all standards under s. HSS 55.61 prior to
issuing a certificate.

2. If the application is for certification under sub. (2) (b)
or (g), the county agency shall refer the application to a
licensing representative in the department’s regional of-
fice. The licensing representative shall determine whether
the applicant is in compliance with all standards under g,
HSS 55.62 or meets current day care center standards set
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out in subchs. I and II or III, as applicable, and report
back to the county agency, The county agency may issue a
certificate based on the licensing representative’s report.

(d)} Approval. Within 60 days after receiving a com-
pleted application for certification or recertification, the
county agency shall either approve the application and
issue a certificate or deny the application. If an applica-
tion is denied, the county agency shall give the applicant
the reasons, in writing, for denial.

(4) CaTEGORIES OF CERTIFICATION. Certification of a pro-
vider by a county agency shall be provlsxona} regular or
limited as follows:

(a) Provisional certification. Provisional certification
shall be issued for the purpose of determining whether a
provider is able to come into compliance with designated
standards prior to granting regular certification. Provi-
sional certification shall be the initial stage of regular
certification, shall be restricted to 6 months, and may not
be renewed;

(b) Regular certification. Regular certification may he
issued only after the provider has demonstrated compli-
ance with all certification standards during the 6-month

+ provisional certification. Regular certification shall be for
a period of 2 years and shall be renewed upon application
if the provider continues to comply with the certification
standards; or

(¢) Limited certification. In order to meet emergency or
short-term needs, limited ceriification may be issued to a
provider for no more than 30 consecutive days and not
more than 3 times in any 12-month period. The depart-
ment may designate particular standards in this sub-
chapter that may be waived by a county agency for this
category of certification provided that the health, safety
and welfare of children in the care of the provider will not
be adversely affected,

(5) CompLiaNCE. (a) Qualifications of providers. County
agencies shall maintain records demonstrating provider
compliance with s. HSS £5.61 (1).

(b} The home in family day care and in-home day care.
1. General. County agencies shall help assure provider
compliance with s, HSS 56.61 (2) to (11) in accordance
with this paragraph,

2. Required procedures. A county agency shall:

a. Require receipt of a signed application from the pro-
vider agreeing to follow day care certification standards;

b. Provide a checklist of basic day care certification
standards and procedures for filing & complaint to all par-
ents who are using certified family day care or in-home
care and who are publicly funded parents;

e. Require publicly funded parents to complete and re-
turn the checklist to county personnel upon initial enroll-
ment of their child with a certified day care provider;

d. Provide orientation for applicants for certification to
explain how the certification system works; and

e. Conduct a pre-certification inspection or conduct an
inspection within 30 days following provisional certifica-
tion of any provider funded by the county agency to pro-
vide day care.
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8. Optional procedures. A county agency may:

a, Conduct on-site inspections prior to or after certifica-
tion to monitor compliance with certification standards;

b. Conduct on-site inspections of a random sample of
certified providers;

¢. Make certification available to all family day care
providers, whether or not public funding is involved; and

d. Request that all parents who are using a certified
home complete and return the checklist provided under
subd. 2. b.

4. Exception, The department may grant an exception
to the required procedure under subd. 2.¢. if the depart-
ment determines that alternative procedures meet the in-
tent of the requirement.

(8) EXCEPTIONS TO PARTICULAR CERTIFICATION REQUIRE-
MENTS, A county agency may grant an exception to any
standard in s. HSS B5.61, 556.62 or 556,63 if the county
agency is convinced that an alternative means meets the
intent of the requirement.

{a) Has been determined to have abused or neglected a
child pursuant to s. 48.981, Stats,; or

(b} Is the subject of a court finding that the person has
abandoned his or her child, has inflicted emotional dam-
age or sexual or physical abuse on a child or has neglected
or refused, for reasons other than poverty, to provide nec-
essary care, food, clothing, medical or dental care or shel-
ter so as to seriously endanger the physical health of a
child.

{(3) The county agency may deny, suspend, revoke or
refuse to renew certification and discontinue payment for
care ift

{a) The provider is not in compliance with certification
standards under s. HSS 55.61, 55.62 or 55.63, as appropri-
ate; or

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(b) The provider’s references or other community infor-
mation does not support the provider’s declaration that he
or she is able to provide an acceptable level of child care.

() Pets that are kept in the home shall be tolerant of
children and vaccinated against rabies;

{g) The home shall have at least one telephone in work-
ing order with & list of emergency numbers posted by each
telephone, including numbers for the rescue squad, police,
fire station, emergency medical care and poison control
center;

(h) The provider shall use an enrollment form which
includes:

1. The parents’ home and work phone numbers;

2. The parents’ signed consent for emergency medical

2. The parents’ signed consent for emergency care;

3. A name and number to call 1f the child requires emer-
gency medical care; and
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4, Information about any allergies, physical problems
and special needs the child may have and other special
care information concerning the child,

{c) The program shall maintain first-aid supplies and
staff shall wash superficial wounds with soap and water
before bandaging.

This sub-
chapter applies to the department, county agencies, prov-
iders of day care, whether licensed or certified, and eligi-
ble parents,

HSS 55.71 Definitions. The definitions in subchapter VI
apply to this subchapter, except the definition of “parent”
under s, HSS 55.56 (11).

Bocial Security Act of 1935, as amended, and ss, 49.19 to
49.41, Stats. . :

(2) “Center slots” or “slots” means the number of places
for children within the licensed capacity of a day care
center,

(3) “Day care price” means the amount regularly
charged by a provider to a parent who pays for the day
care services out of his or her personal funds,

(4) “Day care system” means a network of licensed fam-
ily day care centers, family day care providers, and in-
home day care providers centrally organized, coordinated
and administered as a unit, an extension of another day
care center, or part of a training or educational program of
a university, a vocational technical achool, a county
agency or a commumty agency concerned pnmanly w1th
child care.

. {7) “Income” means money, wages or salary, net income
from non-farm self-ermployment, net income from farm
self-employment, social security, dividends, interest on
savings or bonds, income from estates or trusts, net rental
income or royalties, public aasistance or welfare pay-
ments, pensions and annuities, unemployment compensa-
tion, worker's compensation, alimony and other mainte-
nance payments, child support and veteran pensions,

{8) “Income-eligible” means meeting the income stan-
dard as determined annually by the department under s,
HSS 5§5.76 (6).

(9) “Parent” has the meaning prescribed in s. 46.98 (1)
(c), Stats., namely, a parent, guardian, foster parent, legal
custodian or person acting in place of a parent. In this
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subsection, “person acting in place of a parent” means a
person to whom the child is related in one of the ways
listed in s. HSS 201.17 (1).

{10} “Provider” or “day care provider” means a person
who provides child day care services for compensation,

(11) “Rate” means the maximum amount a county
agency will pay for day care.

(12} “Special need” means special emotional, behavioral,
or physical and personal needs of a child requiring more
than the usual amount of care and supervision for the
child’s age.

(13) “Voucher” means an authorization for reimburse-
ment.

{a) A statewide day care allocation commitiee shall de-
velop a recommended formula initially and shall review
the formula annually and make recommendations to the
department, The allocation committee shall include repre-
sentatives from both major political parties of the sate
legislature, county agencies, county associations, day care
providers, day care associations, community representa-
tives and depariment staff; and

(b) The recommended formula shall be reviewed by the
department’s day care and child development advisory
ecommittee which shall comment to the department on the
adequacy of the formula.

{6m) DISTRIRUTION OF FUNDS FOR DAY CARE FOR AT-RISK
PAMILIES, (a) Definition. In this subsection, “at-risk fam-
ily” means a family at risk of becoming eligible for AFDC
by having a family income that is equal to or less than
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75% of the state median income as determined by the
department annually.

(b} Survey. The county agency shall annually contact all
licensed group day care centers and family day care cen-
terg in the county to determine the day care prices they
charge to the general community.

(e} Groups. The county agency shall set separate maxi-
mum rates for the following 3 groups of children:

1. Infants and toddlers under 2 years old;
2. Preschoolers age 2 up to school age; and

3. Children 6 through 11 years old receiving care before
or after school.

(d} Types of care. The rates for each of the 3 groups
under par. (¢} shall be set separately for the foliowing
types of care:

1. Licensed group day care centers;
2, Licensed family day care centers; and

3. Certified family day care providers and in-home prov-
iders.

(e} Maximum rates for licensed day care centers. The
maximum rates for licensed centers shall be set as follows:
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1. Maximum rates for licensed group day care centers
shall be set so that at least 75% of the full-time, 40 or
" more hours per week, group day care center slots in the
county can be purchased at or below the maximum rate.
The number of sloty attributed to a center shall be equal
to the center’s licensed capacity;

2. Maximum rates for licensed group day care centers
shall be set sc that at least 75% of the group day care
‘center slots for before and after school day care in the
county can be purchased at or below the maximum rate;

8. Maximum rates for licensed family day care centers
shall ensure that at least 76% of the full- time, 40 or more
hours per wesk, family day care center slots in the county
can be purchased at or below the maximum rates. The
number of slots attributed to a center shall be equal to the
center’s licensed capacity;

4, Maximum rates for licensed family day care centers
shall be set so that at least 76% of the family day care
center slots for before and after school day care in the
county ean be purchased at or below the maximum rate;

5. In determining whether 756% of the full-time day care
slots can be purchased at or below the maximum rate, the

county agency may exclude day care centers which oper-.

ate less than 6 days a week or § hours a day, which receive

funding from a county department established under s,

51 42 or 51.437, Stats., or which do not have a set day care
price;

6. Reduced maximum rates may not be set for siblings
served by group or family day care centers; and

7. Separate maximum rates shall be set for day care for
part of the day at group and family day care centers using
the same method required under this paragraph.

(f) Maximum rates for certified family day care. The
maximum rates for certified family day care shall be set
as follows:

1, The maximum rate for certified family day care shall
be no less than 75% of the maximum rate for licensed
family day care centers unless another rate is justified by
the county agency through a survey of providers or users
of certified or uncertified family day care. Rates for sib-
lings in certified family day care shall be no less than 756%
of the rate for the first child enrolled by the family;

2. A gradusated system of rates may be established for
certified family day care providers based on the training
and experience of the providers;

3. In-home care may be purchased only in the following
circumstances;

a. A child has a special need;

b. Licensed or certified care is not available within a
reasonable geographic area; or

¢. Three or more children are being cared for.

(g) Maximum rates for certified in-home care. The maxi-
mum rates for certified in-home care shall be as follows:

1. An in-home provider caring for a child for 15 or more
hours a week shall be paid in accordance with the state’s
minimum wage law; or
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2. An in-home provider caring for a child for less than
15 hours a week shall be paid in accordance with the
maximum rates for certified family care under par. (f).

(h) Maximum rates for other day care providers. The
maximum rates for licensed group day care centers under
par. (e) shall also apply to the following other providers:

1. Day care programs established and provided by a
school board;

2. Certified school-age day care programs; and

3. Certified parochial and other private school-operated
day care programs.

(1) Higher rates for crisis or respite needs. Rates which
are higher than the maximums allowed under this section
may be set for day care provided to children of parents
with crisis or respite needs to cover costs of counseling
and other support services for parents provided directly,
or purchased by, day care providers and for training of day
care providers.

() Higher rates for a child with a special need. Rates
which are higher than the maximums allowed under this
section may be set for day eare for a child with a special
need.

(k) Maximum rafes for short-ferm and sporadic day
care. Maximum reimbursement rates for day care pro-
vided for less than a 2-week period or for sporadic periods
may be set through negotiations with the child care pro-
vider.

HSS 55.75 Use of day care funds. Day care funds distrib-
uted under s.

Counties
shall expend day care funds to provide day care services
for parents eligible under s. HSS 55.76 through the use of
vouchers issued to parents or contracts with providers for

{2) SERVICES THAT INDIRECTLY BENEFIT PARENTS. De-
partment approval is required for counties to expend day
care funds:

(a) To purchase day care or child development-related
activities which indirectly serve children receiving day
care services, including equipment loan services, library
services, training services, program consultation and in-
formation and referral;

(b} To pay for the costs of higher rates under s, H3S
B5.74 (2) {i) for counseling and other support services for
parents with crisis or respite needs;

{¢} To pay full or partial salaries for AFDC recipients
employed by day care centers or systems;

(d) To pay for start-up, maintenance or expansion of day
care services or facilities; or

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(e) To pay for services to enhance or improve the quality
of day care services, including éducation and training for
day care providers.

HSS 55,76 Parent eligibllity. (1) NEED. To be eligible for
day care funds, a parent shall have a need for day care
services for a child under the age of 12 and shall meet
eligibility criteria under sub.

A parent who is working or geeking
work is eligible if:

This parent is eligible for the
funding of & maximum of 20 hours of day care a week for
60 working days for time related to activities involved in
seeking employment.

{3) ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA FOR PARENTS IN TRAINING OR
EDUCATIONAL PROGRAMS, (&) A parent who is in training or
an educational program is eligible if the parent is an
AFDC recipient or income-eligible, ‘maintains passing
grades and is recognized as & student in good standing in
an acceptable training or educational program designed to
lead directly to paid employment,

(b} An acceptable training or educational program in-
cludes:

1. An accredited program leading to a high school di-
ploma or a high school equivalency degree, including En-
glish as a second language or basic education;

2. An accredited program leading to vocational or tech-
nical certification or a diploma;

3. An accredited program that is part of a logical pro-
gression of training or education lesding to paid employ-
ment;

4, A vocational rehabilitation program;

6. An accredited program leading to an undergraduate
college degree; or

6. A publicly funded job experience or job training pro-
gram.

(c) A parent possessing a bachelor of science or arts
degree or equivalent is eligible for a makimum period of
one year and only if the parent:

1. Needs further education or training necessary for
entry into the job market;

2. Has been out of the work force for at least 2 years or
has been laid off within the last 6 months;

3. Is available for work; and

4, Has been actively seeking work,

(d} A county agency may require that the training or
educational program be related to the occupational goal
stated in an employability plan developed in cooperation
with Wisconsin job service,

(e) For the purpose of eligibility, a parent shall be lim-
ited to a total of 2 training or educational programs,
whether or not completed, unless the programs are part of
a logieal progression of training or education leading to
paid employment. '

(f) Day care funding eligibility for training or educa-
tional purposes shall be limifed to a combined total of 48
menths in training or education which need not be consec-
utive months, Part-time training shall be prorated to be
equivalent to 48 months of full-time training.

(g) A county may require, as a condition of eligibility for
day care funds, that a parent enrolled in an institution of
higher education document that all available student
grants and loans from the school’s financial aids office
have been obtained.

(4} ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA FOR PARENTS WITH CRISIS OR
RESPITE NEEDS. A parent meeting eligibility criteria under
this subsection is eligible to receive funds for day care
costs without regard to income. Eligibility for a parent
with crisis or respite needs shall be determined by the
county agency based on the family situation, with particu-
lar attention to the following:

{a) A member of the family is receiving protective ser-
vices;

(b) There is a risk of child abuse or neglect in the family,
or g rigsk of & health or social condition which may ad-
versely affect the child’s development;

Note: Examples of family situations which might constitute risk include
drug or alcohol abuse, mental health problems, family violence, acute finan-
cial stress and recent divorce or separation.

(¢} The child is at-risk of out-of-home placement;

(d) The parent is hospitalized or otherwise unable to
provide adequate care to the child;

(e} The parent or foster parent needs respite services
because of stress involved in caring for a child with devel-
opmental disabilities or serious preblematic behavior;

{f) The parent is under the age of 18;
{g) The parent lacks adequate parenting skills;

(h) The parent is receiving treatment for alcohol or
other drug abuse; or

(i) The parent is a foster parent and day care services
are needed to maintain the child in the foster care place-
ment,

(5) Funping pPRIORITIES, (a) If funding is insufficient to
meef the needs of all eligible parents, a county agency
shall place eligible parents who cannot be accommodated
by available funding on a waiting list in accordance with
8. HSS 55.73 (7) and shall distribute funds in accordance
with priorities established in 5. 46.98 (4) (a) and {(c}, Stats.

(b) A county agency may not establish priorities other
than those set forth in 5. 46.98 (4) (a) and (c), Stats.

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(e} A county agency may not terminate funding provided
to any parent eligible under subs. (1) to (4) and s. 46.98
(4), Stats., in order to give priority to clients identified in
8. 46.98 (4) (a) and (c), Stats.

(6) INcoME ELIGIBILITY. A parent ig income-eligible if
standard family income is within the income standard set
annually by the department. The income standard shall
be based on the state median income and may not be
lower than 70% of the state median income,

- HSS 55.80 Start-up grants to assure availability of child
care.

" ters, including grants for expansion of existing centers in
Wisconsin, '

(b} To whom the rules apply. The rules in this section
apply to all persons, groups and day care centers making
application for start-up grants.

(¢) Exceptions to rules. The department may make an
exception to any of the rules for approving start-up grants
when it is assured that granting the exception is benefi-
cial to the health, safety and welfare of children.
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(d) Definitions. The definitions in &, HSS 56.05 (4) ap-
ply. In addition:

1. “Child care” means day care for children and includes
group care, family care and in-home care,

2. “Division” means the division of community services
of the department.

3. “Family care” means the care of a child in a family
home other than the child’s own home by a responsible
person other than the child’s parents for a period of time
less than 24 hours.

4, “In-home eare” means care in the child’s own home by
someone other than the child’s parents on a: routine
planned basis for a period less than 24 hours.

5. *Newly operating center” means a day care cenfer
which has been in operation for a period of less than one
year or an existing center making grant application for
expansion purposes.

8. “Satellite system” means family day care homes, in-
home care providers or a combination of both which are
centrally organized, coordinated, and administered as a
unit in themselves or as an extension of another center or
as part of the educational or fraining program of an ac-
credited school of social work or school of early childhood
education. ‘

7. “Start-up grants” means money payments or a
planned series of money payments to an approved appli-
cant to be used for development or expansion of needed
child care services. The grants are not loans,

{2) APPLICATION FOR START-UP GRANTS. (a) Application
shall be made on a form provided by the department.

(b) Application shall be open to:

1. Individuals or groups planning to establish voluntary
non-profit or proprietary child care services;

2, Individuals or groups submitting proposals for:
a. A new center;
b. Expansion of an existing center or group of centers;

¢. An innovative program for apecial needs of the chil-
dren; or ‘

d. Satellite systems of family care, in-home care or a
combination of both.

3. Newly operating centers which are experiencing fi-
nanecia! difficulties,

(¢) The individual, group or center making application
shall: ‘

1. Document the need for the specific service to be pro-
vided in the area proposed in the plan; and

2. Submit written assurance to the department that the
service to be provided will meet the requirements for Li-
censing of the day care centers for children under this
chapter. ’

(d) Application from newly operating centers experienc-
ing financial difficulties shall also include:

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1, Documentation of expenditures and income for the
total period of operation giving special details of financial
problem area;

2, Documentation of need for the service including the
target group of parents and children;

3. A detailed operating budget for any period of opera-
tion as requested by the department.

(3) UsE OF START-UF GRANTS. (8) Grants may be used to:

c. Salary of a staff person or persons for a period not to
exceed 12 months;

(b) Start-up grants may not be used for a service which
could be funded from other community, state or federal
sources, This does not, however, preclude the eollaborative
us of those funds with start-up and improvement grant
funds to meet the beginning of a needed service.

(4) Time o, No subsidy from a start-up grant may

extend beyond a 12-month period,

(5) START-UP GRANTS FOR SATELLITE SYSTEMS OF DAY
CARE. (8) Applications proposing to develop a satellite sys-
tem of family care, in-home care, or a combination of hoth
shall be accapted only from:

1. An existing center;

2. A licensed agency providing services to parents and
children who may need child care;

3. A county department of social services;

4. An accredited coliege or university offering training
in social work or early childhood education; or

£, A corporate community coordinating group concerned”

primarily with child care.

(b} The satellite system shall have centralized adminis-
tration which shall include:

1. Recruitment, evaluation and training of the families
which will be part of the system;
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2. Ongoing tr&lmng to upgrade the system itgelf and the
quality of the care given;

3. A person who coordinates and supervises the care
families in the system and gives or makes available con-
sultation to them on a planned, ongoing basis;

4. An evaluation and approval of each child gerved and
a central file of pertinent data on each child and family;
and

5. Centralized bookkeeping.

HSS 55.81 Start-up grants for before-school and after-
school services. (1} AUTHORITY AND PURFOSE, This section
is promulgated under the authority of s, 46.03 (7) (cm) 2 a,
Stats., for the purpose of establishing conditions and pro-
cedures for the provision of start-up grants for before-
school and after-school day care programs for children
ages 4 to 11.

(2} ArpricaBiLiTy. This section applies to school dis-
tricts and private nonprofit organizations making applica-
tion for start-up grants under this section.

(3} ExcePTION TO A RULE, The department may make an
exception to any nonstatutory condition or procedure for
approving a start-up grant when it is shown to the depart-
ment’s satisfaction that granting the exception is benefi-
cial te the health, safety and welfare of children.

(4) DEFINITIONS. In this section:

(a) “After-school academic or recreation programs”
means day care programs established or contracted for to
provide structured academie instruction or participation
in structured recreational activities for children 4 to 11
years of age after school hours.

{b) “Before-school and after-school day care services”
means care and supervision of children 4 fo 11 years of
age hefore school, after school, durmg school holidays or
during school vacations.

(o) “Department” means the Wiscohsin department of
health and social services.

(d) “Divigion” means the department’s division of com-
munity services,

(e} “Family day care” means the care and supervision of
no more than 8 children for less than 24 hours in a place
other than the child's own home, -

(f) “In-home day care” means care in the child’s own
home by someone other than the child'a parents on a rou-
tine planned basis for a period less than 24 hours.

(g) “Program administration” means the management,
support and overhead costs of the nonprofit organization
or school district that are allocated to the before-school
and after-school day care services or after-school academic
or recreation program funded by a start-up grant.

{h) “REP” means a request for proposals, a document
released by the department to solicit applications for
gtart-up grants, and which defines who may apply for
funding, application procedures, review criteria and pro-
cedures for appealing rejection of an application.
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(@) “Satellite system” means family day care providers,
in-home day care providers or a combination of both which
are centrally organized, coordinated and administered.

() “Start-up grants” means money payments to an ap-
proved applicant to be used for development or expansion
of before-school or after-school day care services. The
grants are not loans.

(5) APPLICATION FOR START-UP GRANTS. (8) An applicant
for a grant shall be:

1. A school district or private nonprofit organization for
a grant to establish or expand before-school or after-school
day care services or after-school recreation programs; or

2. A school district for a grant to establish or expand
after-school academic programs.

(b) The department shall solicit applications for start-
up grants by preparing an RI'P, publishing legal notice of
the availebility of the RFP in the official state newspaper,
and distributing copies of the RFP upon request. The de-
partment shall consult with the Wisconsin department of
public instruction in developing the RFP.

{c) Application shall be made in accordance with the
format specified in the RFP.

(d} A proposal submitted in response fo the RFP shall
describe a broadly based planning process involving
schools, child caré providers, parents and community or-
ganizations,

(&) The school district or private nonprofit organization
making application shall:

1. Provide information on the level of existing services
and the unmet demand for the specific service to be pro-
vided in the area proposed in the plan; and

2. Submit written assurance to the department that the
service to be provided will meet the requirements for li-
censing of day care centers for children under ch, HSS 45
or ss. HSS 56.01 to 55.87 or for day camps for children
under ss. HSS 55.40 to 56.44, as appropriate, if the service
is required by law to be licensed.

Note:r Prospective applicants may obtain the RFP by writing or phoning
the Bureau of Children, Youth and Families, Division of Community Ser-
vices, P.O. Box 7851, Madison, Wisconsin 63707, 608-266-3036.

{6) AMOUNT OF START-UP GRANTS. (&) A grant for a single
program site may not exceed $10,000.

{b) A grant to a single school district or nonprofit pro-
gram operating programs at 8 or more sites may not ex-
ceed $30,000.

{7) USE OF START-UP GRANTS. (a) A program or service
ghall be provided on the premises of a public or private
school attended by some or all of the children who partici-
pate in the program or service, unless the applicant dem-
onstrates that there is no space available in the school for
the service or program and the school provides transporta-
tion to the alternative site. A school may provide transpor-
tation through an agreement with the start-up grant re-
cipient,

(b} The amount of a grant may not exceed 80% of the
cost of establishing the service or program, including in-
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kind contributions. The applicant shall agree to provide
20% in matching funds or in-kind contributiens.

(¢) No more than 7% of the grant may be used for pro-
gram administration.

(d) Notwithstanding par. (a), a grant may be used to
establish a satellite system of day care programs to pro-
vide before-school and after-school day care services.

(e) Grants may be used to:

1. Finance a specific purchase or budget item related to
operating costs, including but not limited to:

a. Structural changes to meet licensing or certification
codes;

b. Necessary egquipment to begin or improve operation;
and

¢. The salary of a staff person or persons for a period not
to exceed 12 months; or

2. Finance a percentage of the total operating budget for
a 12-month period or less.

(8) START-UP GRANTS FOR SATELLITE SYSTEMS OF DAY
CARE. (a) An application from a school district or private
nonprofit organization proposing to develop a satellite sys-
tem of family day care shall demonstrate the extent to
which the system will meet before-aschool and after-school
day care needs.

{b) The satellite system shall have centralized adminis-
tration which shall include:

1, Recruitment, evaluation and training of the providers
which will be part of the system;

2. Ongoing training to upgrade the system itself and the
quality of the care given;

3. A person who coordinates and supervises the day care
providers in the system and gives or makes available con-
sultation to them on a planned, ongeing basis;

4. An evaluation and approval of each child served and
a central file of pertinent data on each child and family,
and

5. Centralized bookkeeping.

(¢} The applicant shall provide a plan for transporting
children between the school and the satellite day care
sites.

(9) AWARD oF GRANTS. () The department shall appoint
a panel of reviewers to review and rate proposals and
recommend awards based on conditions and criteria set
out in this section, The panel shall include a representa-
five from the department of public instruction.

(b) The depariment shall make awards based on the
following eriteria:

1. Documentation of unmet demand for services;

2. Demonstrated ability of applicant to effectively ad-
minister the grant award;

3. Documentation by the applicant of continued support
for the services or program after the atart-up period; and
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4, Any other ¢riterion specified in the RFP,

(¢) The department shall notify in writing all applicants
for grants of award decisions. Notification shall be made
within 60 days after receipt of a complete application for a
grant.

(d) Grant awards shall be contingent upon the signing
by both parties of an agreement drawn up by the depart-
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ment. Grant awards may be in a lump sum payment or a
series of agreed upon psyments over time.

{10) Time Limrr. No subsidy from a start-up grant may
extend beyond a 12-month period from the effective date
of & signed agresment. ;
